LEIF OR COLUMBUS? 


What a Norway Merchant hasto Say of 
a Viking’s Discoveries. 
{From the New York Herald. | 

Mr. Ernest Frolich, a distinguished wmer- 
chant of Christiana, Norway, who 1s on his 
tir-t visit to this country,was met by a report- 
er of the Herald yesterday, to whom he said 
that in addition to a private commercial 
mission he had aiso taken the opportunity of 
doing something toward giving further iafor- 
mation on the great geographical «question 
whether Columbus was the first discoverer of 
America or not. Mr. Frolich is quite confi- 
dent that the honorable distinction should be 
given to Norway, as one of the old North Sea 
Kings. Leif, who was driven out of his coun- 
tiv bythe great King Harold, lost his way oa 
his voyage to Iceland aud was by heavy east- 
ertv storms driven to America. The great 
Icelandic historian, Snorre Sturleson, who, 
Mr. Frolich said, has written all the old histo- 
ry of Norway aud also very much of the 
history of Denmark and Sweden, gives very 
interesting and {detailed ¢paiticulars of this 
remarkable voyage of Lief. 

“f have not this saga with me, but I can 
give youfrom memory the leading facts de- 
tailedtberein. Leif landed at what is now a 
part of the New England coast of America, 
supposed to be northwest of Boston. The 
country is described as thick with grapes, and 
they pamed it Vineland. They also state the 
kind of plants and grain they found growing, 
and give an account of their intercourse with 
the inhabitants. After the return of the voy- 
agers to Norway they again went on an expe- 
dition, from which only one or two returned, 
Sturleson says that thev told also of a plant 
that grew on the marshlands and on the banks 
of the river, whicao bore a kind of graira which 
they called wild oats, and which the natives 
used as food. Now,Iask your learned bo- 
ianical people here in America—Have youthis 
etain’ Whereisit? If vou haveit itis a cer- 
tain proof that my countryman, the old Leif, 
hus been here and has spoken the truth.’’ 

*“T have made soine inquiries since | arrived 
here about this, and vesterday called upon 
Vrof. George Thurber, editor of the Azri- 
cultural Messenger, and was delighted to rind, 
few thoroughly the narrative of Leif, told 
meurly--a thousand years ago, of his diszovery 
of America, Was substantiated by what this 
ventieman inforined me about the wild oats, 
which proves in a very singular way that the 
clad Norse vikings who at that time ruled the 
sea were the tirst Europeans who set feet on 
your American shores. Now, lei me tell you 
what Prof. Thurber saidtome. He read to 
me from a book on botany, written by Dr. 


Asa Gray, Professcr of Natural History in’ 


Harvard University, an extract which stated 
that this plaut which Leif says he saw oeloazs 
to the grass famiiy: that i's name is Zizania; 
that itis knowns Water or Inaiaonarice, or wild 
rye, that itis found in the swampy borders of 
streams and in shallow water and reach2s a 
height of from tive or six feet. Lt is eommon, 
especially in the Northwest States and Terri- 
tories, and that if is indigenous to the soil, 
Prof. Thurber bas also edited « book entited 
*Darlington’s American Weeds and Useful 
.Piants.’ In this book these wild oats are al- 
liudedto «as follows: ‘This fine stout gra-s ts 
well known along the muddy shores of our 
tide waters, and is the favorite resort of the 
weed bird (emberiza oryzuora) in autumn. 
Elliott supposes it might bea valuable grass 
in eitber floody or marshy meadows. Its 
leaves, he says, are eaten with avidit by stock 
of all descriptions. The eraio is gathered bv 
the Northwestern lodians by beating it off 
into their canoes as they sail among the 
reeds. ??’ . 
COLLATERAL PROOFS. 

S¢Now, I think,’ said Mr. Frolich, ‘that 
this is pretty clear proof that lam right—thut 
Columbus was not the first discoverer of 
America. Louis Fignier, in the chapter on 
‘The Red Race’ in his invaluable book entitled 
‘The Human Race,’says: ‘Many circumstan- 
ces prove that in very remote times some Ku- 
ropeans made their way into America bv the 
North and that they found there one or many 
mative races, whom they partially overcame 
and with-whom they are mingled to the 

resent day. 

ad been reached by the Mexicans and Peru- 
vians of old when Columbus landed in the 
New World, the American tradition which 
holds thatthe founders of their empires were 
foreigners, the existence on the northera 
vontinent of ruins unnouncing a state of 
things atleastas far advanced as that of the 
Nebuath arid the Quichuas (the former Mexi- 
cans and Peruvians)—such are the facts which 
establish that a blending formerly took place 
between the primitive Indiaws and Northern 
Eccopeans.’ Norway is, of course, very 
youch interested,” continued Mr. Frolich, “in 
this geographical question, and on my return 
tomy native land I shall inform our geo- 

raphical societies of these discoveries, and 


ow I have found aliving proof of the core | 


yeetness of old Snorre Sturleson’s narrative of 
athe early voyages to this country. Ilrof. 
Thurber has undertaken to get me some seed 
of the wild rye, and 1 shall give it to the dif-

‘Is Norway buying largely of America now, 
Mr. Froelich?’’ 

‘Very largely, and more and more every 
year. Norway is comparatively a sinall coun - 
try, but we buy about $1,500,000 worth of 
bacon fram you yearly. Theobjectof my 
visit is to establish business connections with 

ur merchants and manufacturers instead of 

@doing business through England and Ger- 
many. Take leather, forexample. We buy 

. from America very large quantities, indeed — 
nearly all the sole leather that is used in our 
countries. It is the same with tallow, lard, 
soap, starch, grain, butter, seeds, irou and 
steeil. Even manufactured cotton clotas we 
buy here, because we cain buy them cheaper 
than in Kngland. I think if America goex on 
in this way, in 100 years or less it will surpass 
Great Britain in trade and wealth. This can 
not, however, be done so long as your oppres- 
sive, old-fashioned prohibitory tariff is alow- 
ed to block the way.’’

Men who 
never shot before file off the arriving boat 
here by the half-dozen or more, each carry- 
ing his double-barrel or rifle, and many both 
of them, find the thoroughly «quipped sports- 
man brings also his dogs, whiie solidly built 
little boxes accompanying his trunk tell of 
stores of cartridges, or material for 
making them, that would seem to threaten 
the total extinction of all the game 
in tbe State.

formerly so plentiful, are rarely scen‘by pass: 
ing boats, and this river, though beautiful as 
ever in its wi:ding course and with its banks 
clothed wtth the perpetual green of an almost 
iropical climate, is now almost destitute of 
wild and native birds and animals, and seems 
sad in fts quiet beauty 10 those who remember 
it, Lut a few years ago, Swarming with eyery 
description of birds, useful as well as merely 
ornamental. | 

There is still, of course, a great deal of game 
in Florida. Guests of the Brock House here 
brought in three fine deer last Monday, 
killed within a few miles of the hotel; but 
this was unusual success, and unless the 
law steps in to protect the birds and animals, 
except in the proper sheoting seasons, it will 
not be many veurs before these natives of 
Florida will have to be studied in the muse- 
ums and collections of the North, instead of 
their present habitats.g 

But we set out to talk about fishing rather 
than shooting, and here, fortunately, protec- 
tion 1s less needed, from the great fecundity 
of this portion of the animal kingdom. Al- 
most every kind of fish that is foundin Nor- 
thern waters lives and thrives here. Pickerel 
are plentiful, and as aggressive and voracious 
here as atthe North. Splendid shad and fresh- 
water herring are taken barrelfuls ata time 
by. seines atthe entrance and exit of the St. 
Jobn’s into and from this pretty Luke Monroe, 
that sparles in the sunshine under our win- 
dows, and if you want merely the tazy enjoy- 
ment of pulling heavy fish out ofthe water 
you can drop your line off the end of the hotel 
pier and bring in cattish of five, ten, or twenty 
pounds weight, while the boys and girls, with 
lighter tackle, at the same place, can land 
bream of .a pound weight. and so securea 
very delidous pan fish for breakfast. 

But the game fish of the St. John’s, as well 
asof the South generally, is the black bass, 
ealled throughout the Southera States 
‘‘trout.” Growing far larger than at the 
North, rising greedtly to the fly, or taking 
the minnow or spoon with equal readiness, 
and fighting gamelv when fished forin a 
‘“coume’? manrer, he 3s the delight of all 
fishermen who make his acquaintance. There 
seems to be something peculiar in the way this 
fish meets those who want him, according 
to the manner oftheir call. Thus, take hia 
on atroll-line, and, with perhaps one or 
two angry throws and shake-, he at 
once gives up aud comes into your boat like 
an old log. But offer hima fly—drop it, 
bright with gay feathers, daintily, delicately, 
by the edge of the great streteh of lily-pods 
where he loves to hide, and, with a rush that 
would startle a novice, he jumps, often twice 
his length out of the water, and being safely 
nooked, will Make as gallant a fight, though 
not, perhaps, as long a one, and will test as 
thoroughly tbe strength of your tackle and 
your skillin playing him as the ten-pound 
brook trout of Nortbern Maine, or the twenty- 
tive-pound salmon of the Canadian rivers. 

Besides the flv, natural and artificial min- 
nows andtroll line, with spinner, there is 
another mode of catching bass, sometimes 
practiced here, by no means sportsmanlike, 
tbough more nearly so than trolling. A short, 
strong line, only six or eight feet in leng ih, is 
atiacbed to a stout pole, and buited with the 
end of a deer’s tail, which conceals the hook. 
The fisherman, floating slowly down stream 
in his boat by the edge of the lilies, ‘*bobs” 
for his fish with this strange bait, and some 
who bave tried it claim that it is a very ‘‘kill- 
irg’’ mode of fishing. 

The tishing this winter bas not been nearly 
as good as usual, but simply, it is believed, 
from tbe unusual height of the water. The 
broad prairies on each side of the river, as well 
as the swampand marshes that soabound in 
Florida, are mostlynow from one to three 
feet under water, and notoaly entice the fish 
from the river channel to more attractive 
feeding grounds, but also spread the supply 
of fish over amueh wider area, 

The same quantity thatwould abundantly 
Stock a stream 150 feet wide, when spread 
over a surface from half a mile to tbree miles 
in extent, give a very small number of fish to 
the acre, and of course bring a very much 
smnaller num ber within reach of your bait,and 
the great supplies of food they find onthe 
submerged praries make your fly, minnow 
or spinver much less attractive to your game 
than usual. 

In former years, l have known expert fly- 


' fishermen here to bring hume sixty, seventy- 


tive, and,in one case, one hundred and ten 
bass inaday, besides, inthe latter case, a 
dozen pickerel, and other fish that he “‘didn’t 
count.’’ Last winter, though the water was 
higher than usual, expert and industrious 
fishermen brought home their forty to fifty 
fish perday. This year the same men feel 
that they have done a good day’s work if they 
bring in twelve to twenty. 

I have spoken of the size of the St. John’s 
black bass. It israrely thata week passes 
without seme one bringing in a seven oreizht 
pound fisb, though, especially in fishing with 
the fly, the average weight will not be over a 
pound Snda half. Last Monday evening one 
of qur regular amateur fishermen brvught 
home the handsomest string of fish, as regards 
average weight,that I have ever seen. He had 
noticed, as others had, the bass busily feeding 
on the submerged prairies, and determined to 
follow them, notwithstanding the shallow 
water, and that the heavy growth of. grass 
and weeds cume nearly te the surface. He 
used, I believe, artificial minnows, kept two 
lines out, and was almost constantly busy free- 
ing either one or the other from the weeds 
and grass that they accumulated. He was, 
however, amply ‘repaid in the size of his fish, 
the big fellows seeming to be all dining on the 
prairies that day. His string of bass at nignt 
numbered exsctly twenty. One of them 
weighed ten pounds and one ounce, another 
five and three-quarter pounds, and two others 
over five pounds each. The entire twenty 
weighed a little over sixty-one pounds, and

The plain 
truth is, however, that while the medical 
schools teach young men how to alleviate pain 
and heal the sick tne greater art of prevent- 
ing disease is in its infancy. How many 
physicians are competent to discover whether 
the atmosphere of a residence is pure or pois- 
onous by reason of imperfect drainage’ How 
many can detect impurities in drinking water 
—one of the most peetite causes of death tn 
country homes? Have death-dealing hot air 
furnaces been banished from any consider- 
able number of homes by medical advice? 
Have many families been instructed by their 
respective physicians u the sa age Bag 

ily 


methods of home tilation? Is the 
fcod supply ond sallibemah ws preparing ita ' 


garding one or the other without a word of re- 
monstrance from their medical advisers, and 
there is gcod ground for belief that physi- 
cians’ own families ‘suffer as much as any 
others from neglect of these and kindred hy- 
gienic requirements. Until the days of this 
ignorance are gone medical attentions will not 
rise above the level of mere pottering. Let 
the new generation of physicians regard these 
things if they wouid secure and retain a good 
class of patients. To attend a family of 


ebildren through diphtheria without losing 
any is quiet asuccess, but a greater one 
would be to discover and abolish the cause

GLOOMY ST. PETERSBURG. 


How Spring Opens on the Neva—Sus- 
; pected Royalty. 
{St. Petersburg Cor. New York Sun.] 

After the tempest, fair weather, says one of 
our Russian proverbs. But the tempest now 
howling about our ears shows no signs of let- 
ting up, and fair weather seemsa great way 
off. Since the attempt to blow up the Czar in 
bis own dinivg-room, the conditipns of life in 
St. Petersburg, uncomfortable enough before, 
have become almost unendwrable. The at- 
mosphere is “not goed t@ breathe;-lungs that 
heve ever inhaled the air of freedom find it 
stifling. Fear and pieiow brood over the 
city; the policemai and ‘thes apy are every- 
where; society and traflic are alike paralyzed; 
neighbor distrusts and shuns neighbor. 

In such a state of things, any rumor, how- 
ever incredible it might seem at another time, 
finds ready circulation and credence. Thus 
there are many who believe that. soon a(tter 
the explosion, a body of policemen visited the 
Marbie Palace, the residence of the Czar’s 
brother, Grand Duke Constantine, searched it 
from top to bottom, and when thev went away 
carried with them certain compromising pa- 
pers. It is afact that on February 17 the 
Grand Duke Constantine suddenly left St. Pe- 
tersburg for Cronstadt, nominally on an ofti- 
cial visit of inspection as Adwiral of the Na- 
vy. But people now recall the pretensions of 
his wife to the crown of Poland and his own 
suspicious relations with the Polish insur- 
gents of 1863. Rightly or wrongly, he has 
been credited with a fierce ambition to be 
Czar. Suppose Alexander II. and the Czare- 
witch suddenly swept out of his way by Nihi- 
list dynamite; what more easy than to pro- 
claim himself Czar, and what better place for 
— proclamation than the fortress of Cron- 
stadt? 

Even the Czarewitch is under suspicion. 
His open patronage of the so-called **Russian 
party,’’ the Muscovite Know-Nothings, his 
unconcealed dislike of the (ermans who sur- 
round the Czar, his liberal opinions and his 
disapproval of extreme measures, have pro- 
duced an alienation between the son and fa- 
ther which is no secret to the courtiers or to 
the well-informed public. 

At this dismal time, some of us find comfort 
in a report that the hated Third Section is on 
its last legs, and that its head, Gen. Drenteln, 
fee]s the power that has been exercised so re- 
lentiessly slipping away from him. If the 
Third Section did not know in advance of the 
plot to blow up the Czar, it is inefficient: if it 
knew and vet did not prevent the attempt, it, 
100, is infected with Nihilism. Either horn of 
the dilemma is sharp. 

It is whispered here that the Government 
has dicovered that the real heads of the 
revolution are, and have been all the time, 
in this city, if notin the Imperial palace it- 
self. If so, we may be on the eve of stariling 
revelations.

Subsequent- 
ly she left the Capitol without seeing Hili or 
making any demonstrations. Miss Raymond 
said to-night toa person who called upon 
her that she went to the Capitol with no 
hostile intent, but did desire to see Bea 
Hilland to come to an understanding, She 
said she had had promises made to her that 
hed not been kept; that she was tired 
of the matter, and should go to the 
Capitol again to-morrow. So it seems that 
= dreary, disgraceful business is never to

It was known 
that he had become tinamefally invoived and 
was working along under creat difficulty, but 
there was so much coniidence in his honor 
and integrity that none suspected he was en- 
gaged in dishonest transactions. It appears, 
however, that forthe past eighteen moaths 
he has raised money to meet his obligations 
by forging the names of William 8. Slater, the 
wealthy manufacturer of Providence, and 
Lyman S. Cook, a prominent manufacturer of 
Woonsocket, to his paper, and disposing of it 
through various brokers. ‘The forged signa- 
tures were almost perfect, and were executed 
by Mr. Hilton’s own hand. The two gentle- 
men Whose names he fraudulentiy used have 
Leen ‘among his warmest frienas, and have 
helped him for a long time in his embarra>s- 
inents,even giving him the use of their in- 
aorsements to the. amount at $4),000 at vari- 
ous times. The paper bearing the forged in- 
dorsements amounts to allof $80,000. I[tis 
held mostly by private “parties here, who ob- 
tained 1t from brokers in the regular way. 
Very little is held by the banks. 

THE CONFESSION, 

Mr. Hilton stated to-night that he began 
the criminal practiceajin 1878, when he was 
hard pressed with financial burdens, and bad 
gone on and on, desperate and half crazy,ever 
since, trying to retrieve his ground, but only 
sinking deeper and deeper inthe mire. ‘Tne 
money he had obtained in this way had been 
used to establish the business of a patented 
«ompound and to ease the pecuniary difficul- 
ties under which he had labored solong. A 
good part had gone to pay extravagant inter- 
est to brokers and others for renewals and ac- 
cemmodations. He had first become involved 
in 168 by the failure of an uncle, for whom 
he had indorsed. He had lost $30,000 by this 
failure, and since that time he bad struggled 
sgainst greatodds. LHe could not tell why he 
}ad been so-recreant to honor, and believed 
be must have been out of his right mind. Mr. 
Hilton’s practice wus to make the notes for 
four months, and when they came due would 
take them up by issuing otber notes and thus 
escaped detection, as it was well known that 
Messrs. Slater & Cook had. indorsed paper for 
him, and the forged indorsements were so 
good that they deceived the most experé 
judges. A note with forged indorsements be- 
came due to-day atalbank here, and, as Mr. 
Hilton could not meetit, he was forced to 
show his hand. He _ sought the friends 
he had betrayed and confessed _ to 
them withthe utmost humility and shame 
that be bad forged their names. and threw 
himself on their mercy. The revelation as- 
tonished and grieved Messrs. Siater & Cook, 
and they could not credit the statemeat at first. 
Mr. Hilton bad always beenrezarded by them 
with great esteem and it was hard to believe 
that he could have been so base. It is not 
known whether tbey willinstitute criminal pro- 
ceedings against him, but it is generally be- 
lieved they will not, out of consideration for 
the long friendship they have had for him. 

UTTERLY DESTITUTE., 

Mr. Hilton claims that he is utterly desti- 
tute at the present time: thatall of the great 
sum he has realized upon the forgeries was 
used in his business operations, and that he 
has notinreality benetited a single dollar by 
hisjwrong-doing. Since heretired from the 
railroad he has been engaged in trying to flout 
several enterprises, which promised to yield 
handsome returns, but has failed in his exe 
pectations. He says ha realizes his unfortu- 
nate position andis brokenoin spirit, but he. 
shall remain to facethe consequences, what- 
ever they may be. The loss by the forgeries 
will not fall very heavily upon any one, it is 
statech, as the bogus paper is well scattered 
and the individual holdings are small. Nearly 
if not quite allthe paper is held here. Mr.

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FRIGHLFUL MORTALITY. 


Ten Deaths Within a Few Days in Two 
Families.

One of the saddest storics ever. related 
comes from Pennsville, Morgan county, a 
spall village located about five nitles from Me- 
Connelsvilie, Morgan county, oa the west side 
of tbe Muskingum River. lt is the deatn vi 
ten little children-—-seven in one family ani 
three in the other—all in rapid succession, by 
that terrible enemy of chiidren, diphtherm.

THE COAL MINERS, 


Proceedings of the National Convention 
at Pittsburg—Iimportant Action on 
Screenings and Weights. 


PITTSBURG, March 19.—The National Con- 
vention of Bituminous Miners continued their 
session this morning. President Doolev,of lowa 
offered a resolution as a substitute for that 


presented yesterday, that all coal be 
weighed before it is screened, to 
take effect August 1, 1880-° Lf not 


complied with the States represented to take 
action collectively. Said action to be deter- 
mined hereafter. W. A. Davis, of Ohio, 
offered an amendment as follows: 


“That on and after April 1, 1880, wherever 
coal miners in bituminous coal fields have slack 
which is utilized, they shall demand that the 
coal be weighed before passing over the 
screen. But where the coal is weighed with 
slack which fs worthless they shall demand 
pay for al} running over a five-eighth inch 
mesh. This is not to be understood as deny- 
ing operators the right of assorting the differ- 
ent grades of coal.’’ 


After considerable discussion the amend. 
ment was passed, but the dates were omitted, 
A vote was taken on the date and on the third 
ballot it was deeiled for August 1, 1K80. A 
resolution by Secretary Jones passed, that 
the miners now on a strike againat the sereen 
system be assisted to the ut- 
most ability of all the miners 
under the jurisdiction of the Convention. 
The Committce on Restrictions presented a 
resolution that after July 4 eight ghours 
shall constitute a day’s labor; also each 
district shall restrict the output to suit them- 
selves. An amendment was offered to the 
substitute of August Ist. Pending action up- 
on the amendment they xzdjourned to dinner.

Determination of the Strikers to Stand by the 
St. Louis Workmen.

SEDALIA, Mo., March 19.—The employes og 
the Missouri Pacific machine shops in thi, 
city made knowntheir intention to Superiy. 
tendent Walsh last night to join the strike 
now going on in St. Louis, and to remain oy 
until the demand for the ten per cent ip. 
crease was acceded to. 

Mr. Walsh in an interview with a committes 
of the strikers said: “I have been raising 
your wages from time to time without being 
asked. It is true I haven’t been able to get 
clear around, but I have raised every man’s 
wages where I regarded it consistent.” Point- 
ing to one man and then to another 
until he bad pointed out all but three, he 
continued: “I have raised your wages, andj 
yours,and yours,’’ each bowing as addressed, 
‘*] did this voluntarily. You know I have dis- 
charged but four men in four years, and 
that was for good cause. Whatever 
is conceded to the St. Louis strikers, I would 
have conceded to you Here, and not one of you 
would have lost your situations. You should 
all go to work until the general officers take 
action. I will do all in my power to see that 


justice is done you.’’

Since the great strikes of 1877 no more im- 
sgortant action bas been taken by the working- 
men than the complete blockade of 
passenger and freight traffic, which w&s in- 
augurated at the Relay Depot by the foremen

It was decided at a mass meeting of 
switcbmen held at Turner Hall last 
night that the men should ail turn out at noon 
to-day.

Work ceased on all the roads at noon, 
and the men began to congregate at the Relay 
Depot to discuss the situation. Notwith- 
standing the fact that they had resolved to 
quit precisely at noon, the men on the Van- 
dalia and several other roads voluntarily eon- 
tinued until they had arranged the cars in 
the yards in such a manner as to insure no loss 
of property by cars containing perishable goods 
being allowed to remain on tracks inaccessibie 
tothe wagons which were to remove them. 
<‘ars containing perishable goods or goods the 
immediate removal of whice was necessary, 
were switched on the depot tracks, and things 
generally arranged so as to facilitate affairs. 
The action of the men in this respect was es- 
pecially creditabie to them.

Deprity Coroner ©’Neil commenced an in- 
quest last night on the death 
of James Maher. who died = yes- 
terday from injuries’ received on_ the 
Itth inst., at the Vulcan Iron Works in Car- 
endelet. The investigation was conducted at 
the deceased’s residence on Quincy, between 
Second and Third streets. The two witness- 
es examined were Edward Maher and J. E. 

The evidence was to the effect that 
the deceased was accidentally injured bythe 
steam hammer of the works being put in mo- 
tion by James Kennedy before the proper 
time. The hammer falling ona bar of iron 
eaused one end of the bar tostrike James 
Maher in the abdomen.
